FISHERY 


DEFINITION OF A 
BOUNDARY 


OWNER’S APPEAL 
ALLOWED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 


ESERVED judgment was delivered in 
R the appeal of Colonel E. G. K. Cross, 
The fishery, Galway, owner of a 
several fishery in the River Corrib, from a 
‘“‘definition’’ of the boundary between the 
tidal and freshwater portions of the river 
in the Galway fishery district, made by the 
Minister for Agriculture, by an imaginery 
line across the landward faces of the abut- 
ments of the Claddagh Bridge. 
The grounds of the appeal were, among 
others, that the true boundary was further 
inland and that no inquiry had been held by 
the Minister before he made the definition. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy allowed the 
appeal and annulled the action of the 
Minister in formulating his definition. He 
adjourned consideration of the question of 
costs. 

In the course of his judgment, Mr, Justice 
Gavan Duffy said that the definition was 
made by the Minister under Section 17 of 
the Salmon Fishery Act of 1863. The appeal 
was brought by virtue of Section 28 (a) of 
the Fisheries Act of 1925 and Section 10 of 
the Courts of Justice Act. 1936. It was 
admitted that the appeal lay, and that the 
appellant might, for the purpose of the ap- 
peal, be treated as a person aggrived by the 
definition, as a result of which his fishing 
rights were liable to be restricted. 

The Minister had made his definition on 
the basis of scientific tests, showing essen- 
tially freshwater vegetation to grow on one 
side of his line and sea water vegetation on 
the other. His boundary marked off the 
freshwater portion of the river from the 
saline portion. His jurisdiction to draw the 
boundary in that way had been challenged 
on behalf of the appellant, and it had been 
contended that, the river being confined by 
vertical banks the boundary between the 
tidal and freshwater portions must be drawn 
at the highest points across the river at 
which ordinary spring tides caused a vertical 
motion of the water although the water 
there displaced be freshwater. 


THE SOLE QUESTION 


He held that Section 17 left the Minister 
master of the situation so long as he acted 
within his statutory jurisdiction under the 
section. Within the statutory limits of his 
special Jurisdiction the Minister had _ practi- 
cally a free hand, for he was to determine 
a matter of expediency, and he was to 
determine it in accordance with his own 
opinion. The Minister was not administering 
justice, and he (the judge) had no concern 
with the practical merits or demerits of the 
particular line that be had seen fit to mark 
out there. He (the judge) was no judge in 
the sphere of administration, and, really, the 
sole question on the present appeal was 
whether the Minister—acting under a section 
which (save under the microscope) was not a 
monument of Parliamentary lucidity—had 
exercised the particular jurisdiction conferred 
upon him. A very close investigation of that 
question had satisfied him that he had not. 

He held that the Minister, to make his 
statutory boundary, had to begin by ascer- 
taining the tidal limits, and not saline limits. 
In view of the argument which had been ‘so 
vigorously pressed upon him by Mr. Fitz- 
Gibbon, he (the judge) must add, as a matter 
of personal opinion, not as a Judicial de- 
claration, that he considered the authority 
of the Minister to make an arbitrary boun-. 
dary based on tidal action to be unfettered 
by any particular tide, so that- he was free 
in his discretion to mark out his line at 
any place where the visible action of the 
tide normally ended, whether at neap or 
spring, high or low tide; and his line might 
be approximate. In deciding where the 
boundary between the two portions was ‘to 
be’’ for the purposes of the Salmon Fishery 
Acts, his discretion was not, in his (the 
judge's) view, to be controlled at all, any 
further than he might himself see fit, by any 
external considerations as to the limits of 
public fishing rights (where no several fishery 
intervened) or of the foreshore or of tidal 
lands, however convenient it might be that 
his line should correspond with any other 
recognised limit on a river. The Minister 
was entitled to have that expression of his 
personal view in answer to the argument for 
the appellant. 


DIBFICULT QUESTIONS 


That was the first appeal of. its kind and 
the questions involved were difficult. In the 
circumstances of tlrat case, a full examination 
was desirable before the final tribunial. 
Accordingly when, without objection on the 
part of the Minister, evidence: had been ten- 
dered to support the appcllant’s case against, 
the so-called “definition” he did not rule it out, 
But. he was not to be taken as seeking to 
set up that course as normal and proper 
where evidence was forthcoming on appeal 
in support of the Minister’s definition, nor 
as prejudging any objection that might be 
made in another case That was not the re- 
trial of a (4, in which the appellant was 
entitled to show error in the order of an 
inferior court by adducing further evidence, 
and he (the Judge) had no such express 
power to receive evidence in support of an 
appeal as had been once conferred on an 
appellate tribunal by Section 3 of the Close 
Season Act of 1895. The proffering of such 
evidence might seem to imply that, if 
believed, it would give the appellant a right 
to an annulment of the Minister’s boundary- 
marking, a dangerous and _ unfounded 
postulate where neither the Court of Appeal 
nor the appellant could insist that the dis- 
cretion, exercised by the Minister within the 
limits of his statutory power, should run 
along any particular groove. 

In the present case the evidence given for 
the appellant, with the tacit assent of the 
Minister, had helped him (the Judge) to 
understand the problem before the Minister 
on the Corrib River; but the course*adopted 
in the matter of evidence was not intended 
to favour any claim by an appellant to pro- 
duce witnesses against a definition where 
the circumstances justified no such departure. 
and his decision on that appeal was based 
on the statutory jurisdiction of the Minister, 
not on facts peculiar to the River Corrib, 


THE ORDER 


He would make.an order on that appeal 
annulling the action taken by the Minister 
on April 19 last, in marking out the boundary 
between the tidal and freshwater portions of 
the River Corrib to be an imaginary 
straight line drawn across the landward faces 
of the abutments of the Claddagh Bridge in 
Galway. 7

JUDGE SHANNON'S 


DECISION 


Michael Mulligan, 148 Oxmantown road, 
Dublin, claimed £84 13s. from Edward M. 
O’Beirne, 2 Inns quay, Dublin, as the sum 
due to him for his share of profit costs pay- 
able in respect of clients introduced by him 
to the défendant on a fifty per cent. basis. 

The defence was a plea that there was no 
cause of action shown and a denial of any 
agreement. 

Mr, A. E. Wood, K.C., and Mr. Kenneth 
Deale (instructed by the defendant) appeared 
for Mr. O’Beirne ‘The plaintiff conducted 
his own case. 

The preston in evidence, said that he had 
a verbal agreement with the defendant whereby 
the latter. undertook and agreed to pay him as 
agent fifty per cent. of the profit costs of 
clients introduced by him. He had received 
various sums of money from the defendant, 
the last payment being in May, 1939, He 

roduced a list showing the actions in which 
w had been instrumental in introducing 
clients to the defendant, 

In reply to Mr. Wood, the witness ad- 
mitted that a statement which he had sent 
to the defendant put his percentage of the 
profit costs at 50 per cent. and not at 50 per 
cent., as stated in the civil bill. 

Dr. Henry Nightingale said that witness 
had had difficulty in collecting fees from 
solicitors in connection with compensation 
actions. The plaintiff had undertaken to sec 
| that Mr. O’Beirne would pay witness’s fees. 

In reply to Judge Shannon, he said that 
he had advised patients to go to Mr, 
O’Beirne, who paid him his fees. 

In evidence, the defendant said that he 
was admitted a solicitor in November, 1932. 
He never undertook to pay plaintiff any per- 
centage of profits tax. 

Judge Shannon said that if the plaintiff 
was telling the truth he disclosed a set of 
circumstances and facts discreditable towards 
Mr. O’Beirne and of a nature that should 
not be encouraged. Mr. Mulligan had boldly 
stated that he had submitted iself to Mr. 
O’Beirne as a person who could introduce 
business as a result ot his former association 
with solicitors. Mr, Mulligan had told a 
story which went as far as possible to de- 
scribe himself as a public nuisance. On the 
other hand, Mr. O’Beirne had said that he 
had no such dealings with Mr. Mulligan and 
that the amounts paid to him were in the 
nature of gratuities for work done. These 
ex gratia payments had been accepted by 
the plaintiff as fair payment without demur, 
and he (Judge Shannén) had no doubt that 
Mr. Mulligan was the type of man who would 
endeavour to extract money from anyone who 
gave him the slightest possibility of recover- 
gy ye a real or imaginary grievance. 

e (the judge) was satisfied that the facts 
had disclosed that Mr, Mulligan had ap- 
proached Mr. O’Beirne. He did not believe 
that Mr. Mulligan had set himself out to 
‘‘coast around "” and find accident cases and 
to haunt insurance offices without having dis- 
cussions with Mr. O’ Beirne. 

He found that there was an agreement that 
Mr. O’Beirne would pay 30 per cent. of the 
profits costs for business introduced and that 
plaintiff had demanded the money due. He 
would order that the case be referred to the 
County Registrar for an account to be taken, 
credit to be given for sums already received.

The Marquess of Lothian, British Am- 
bassador to Washington, was a frequent 
visitor to Dublin during the past decade. 
Few people recognised the tall, quiet man, 
writing an unobtrusive signature in the 
hotel book, for the renowned Philip Kerr, 
destined to hold a key position as the 
intermediary between Great Britain and 
her most powerful friend. 

Philip Kerr is the 11th Marquess of 
Lothian—a title created in 1701, and has 
a long list of other hereditary titles going 
as far back as 1591. He has filled 
numerous Offices since 1908. He has been 
Secretary to the Prime Minister (from 
1916-’21), Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
easter, Parliamentary Under-Secretary to 
the India Office, as well as Editor of 
The Round Table and The State. 

Educated at the Oratory, Birmingham, 
and New Callege, Oxford, he inpeediind to 
the title on the death of his cousin in 
1930. 

Although a handsome man, with three 
family seats of great historic interest, and 
over 40,000 acres of land, the Marquess of 
Lothian has reached his fifty-eighth vear 
Without having chosen a mate. His heir 
Is, therefore, his cousin, the Reverend 
Ralph Kerr. | 


Father Catlary 


Your reference to kite-flying (writes a 
correspondent) prompts me to relate that, 
while-on my way to Ballynabrackey, Co. 
Meath, last week, I was surprised to 
notice a very strange “plane almost over 
the spot I was bound for. I stopped and 
studied it carefully, only to find it was no 
thrabbing monster, but a kite, straining 
steadily at its invisible cord, with its short 
tail waving gracefully against brilliant 
white cloud-banks.

Mere 
physical tiredness he lees not seem to 
know. 

He is also the motive force behind the 
Ballvnabrackey Gymkhana, one of the 
nost sucessful events of its kind in the 
Midlands—cancelled this year, unfortu- 
nately, along with so many other good

Eyes Right 


A correspondent, commenting on the 
paragraph in which Dr. Lamb, of McGill 
University, listed the evils that attend on 
the game of golf, writes :— 

I hate to think of the energy, patience 
ind time I have devoted in recent years 
to the acquisition of that catalogue of 
maladies. To make matters worse, this 
knowledge of the physical and moral 
calamities towards which I have been 
careering follows closely upon another, 
perhaps minor, disillusionment. 

I have been for Jong upbraided by 
partners for taking mv eyes off the ball. 
‘Keep the head well down until after the 
ball is well on its way.” I have been told 


a good shot,” I have read many times, 
“do not lift your head to follow the flight 
of the ball with your eyes.” Some of my 
advisers, including a professional, even 
advocated aE the foot on the spot 
where the ball had rested before looking 
up to observe the result of the shot. 


Cross Purposes 


/ 


I applied myself diligently to the 
ractice of this pea simple, but 
undamental, rule. Recently I felt that I 
was at iast succeeding. Then I glanced: 
through the golf column of an English 
Sunday newspaper, and I saw that first- 
rank American expert quoted on this very 
subject. 

“ Look up ” (he advises) “immediately 
after impact. By keeping the head down 
immediately after the ball is struck, and 
holding the eyes rooted on the spot where 
the ball rested, all right-sided action going 
through the ball is killed, and, further, 
the left side is frozen. Grace, rhythm and 
hand action are killed by the act of gazing 
fixedly at the ground. Socketing and hook- 
ing are often the result of staring at the 
ground too long.” 

Between the jigs and the reels I shall 
have to consider whether golf is not an 
exercise to be abandoned and deprecated. 


Mr. Percy Metcalfe 


I am interested to see that the designer 
of the Irish coinage, Mr. Percy Metcalfe, 
has been invited to submit a design for 
the new George Cross, which is to be 
awarded for deeds of outstanding 
gallantry by civilians in Great Britain. 

Mr. Metcalfe, who is a Yorkshireman, 
studied art in Leeds, and afterwards at 
the Royal College of Art. His studies, 
however, were interrupted when he joined 
the Army, and he did not resume them 
until 1919. 

Among his outstanding work, apart 
from the Irish coinage, is the War 
Memorial at Durban, the Great Seal of 
England, Nobel Prize medals, British 
Empire Exhibition medals, and coinage 
for both Egypt and Iraq. — 

It is amusing now to recall the con- 
troversy which raged over the designs for 
the Irish coinage when they first 
appeared. Experts on the subject, how- 
ever, still hold them up as models of 
what well-designed coins should be like. 


Dangerous Trades 


The other evening the conversation 
turned on to the subject of dangerous | 
occupations. 

To settle an argument, I looked the 
matter up in a Department of Industry 
and Commerce report—military activities 
were not within the scope of the argu- 
ment—and discovered tat the building 
industry is the most dangerous occupa- 
tion in this country. The number of 
accidents last year was small—only thirty- 
six—but five were fatal: this was the 
highest number of deaths in any industry. 

The greatest number of accidents was 
in the metal-founding industry, where 101 
casualties were reported, but none was 
fatal. Locomotive building was ‘eo tot 
sible for ninety accidents, but again there 
were no fatalities. The paint, varnish and 
colour industry appears to be the safest 
because only two accidents were reported 
in 1939. 

The principal cause of accidents, apart 
from machinery, appears to be persons 
falling—185 casualties (seven fatal) were 
ascribed to this cause.

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Vatican Diplomacy and 
European War 


Four Popes Who Strove for Peace 


Gwynn, Dublin: Browne and Nolan. 7/6 net. 


R. DENIS GWYNN sets himself the 
task of interpreting for English- 
speaking readers the policy of the Holy 
See and the Vatican State upon the 
problem of war in Europe. The problem 
is that of general war, be it noted, and 
not simply that of the present terrible con- 
flict, sm this naturally comes in for 
its share of attention. Inevitably, and 
perhaps happily from his point of view, 
Mr. Gwynn, because of publishing 
arrangements, stops short in his study 


— 


before the great collapse of France and 
the installation of the Pétain Government, 
at Vichy. 


‘* Outstanding Interventions’ 


Mr. Gwynn’s method is, in his own 
words, a summary of the outstanding de- 
clarations and interventions of the Holy 
See in its persistent efforts to prevent war 
and to terminate it as quickly as 
possible. He believes that the present 
Pontiff, like his predecessors, will use 
‘‘every influence to promote a cessation of 
hostilities, so that Europe may be saved 
from utter desolation and ruin.” He is 
equally confident that the Vatican’s 
attitude towards war in Europe, and its 
constant endeavours to bring about a re- 
turn to-peace, “ cannot be affected by any 
development of the war situation.” ‘That 
may, indeed, be so, but it is permissible 
to ask whether Mr. Gwynn has taken fully 
into consideration factors of such 
great importance as not only the 
United States of America, but likewise 
Soviet Russia and Japan. There are also 
Franco’s Spain and Pétain’s France, as 
well as Poland and Belgium; and the 
relations between these and the Axis and 
between them and the Vatican—more par- 
ticularly the Holy See—cannot be ignored 
by the student of the present international 
tragedy. 


‘* Europe Battered and Shaken "’ 


The keynote of Mr. Gwynn’s work is 
struck in the passages he cites, as a text 
for this volume, from the address de- 
livered in person on September 14th, 
1936, by Pope Pius XI. to bishops, 
priests, nuns and laity who were refugees 
from Spain at the height of the civil war. 
His Holiness spoke to them of ‘‘ a world 
now at last wholly saturated with, en- 
snared and threatened by subversive 
especially -to a 
Europe battered and shaken to its very 
foundations.’’ He saw in this a menace 
to

to write history in the guise of fiction; 
and, in works of this school, the 
fictional quality generally outweighs the 
historical.

To all intents and purposes, fiction ceases 
after the first fifty pages or so of his novel, 
which thenceforward is history—but what 
readable history ! 7

Lightening The Way 


We are glad that the outbreak of war— 
which has put an end to so many of the 
more decent features of Irish life—has not 
affected a very pleasant little ceremony 
that is staged annually at Kingsbridge.

The attack on Cherbourg seems to have 
been an operation of some importance, 
and, although the German shore batteries 
put up a stout defence, they were no real 
match for the British ships with their 
heavy guns. The entire policy of the 
British Admiralty was changed when 
France surrendered last June. - Previously 
the Anglo-French fleet had a numerical 
superiority in the Mediterranean, in spite 
of Italy’s preponderance in submarines; 
but when the French collapsed the British 
forces in the Middle Sea were left to 
face the Italian Navy _ single-handed. 
Since that time there has been only one 
naval engagement of any importance in 
the Mediterranean; and the British 
seem to have been able to hold 
their own, 

Evidently, they have reinforced their 
Mediterranean squadrons substantially ; 
otherwise the Italians almost certainly 
would have forced a decisive battle in 
order to facilitate their transports between 
Italy and North Africa. They also seem to 
have been able to maintain their intricate 
convoy system at full strength, and the 
mere fact that merchant shipping 
continues to pass up and down the English 
Channel suggests that the British Navy, 
although seldom in the limelight, is not 
exactly idle.

Since the bombardment of the French 
fleet at Mers-el-Kebir some “months ago 
remarkably little has been heard of the 
British Navy. A detachment of British 
ships accompanied General de Gaulle on 
his ill-fated expedition to Dakar, and one 
hears from time to time of the exploits 
of individual submarines; but the Royal 
Navy, as a whole, has been living up to its 
tradition of the “ silent Service,” and the 
British public has had scant news of its 
activities.

At a few places in the centre of Dublin 
those waiting to board omnibuses are 
regulated into queues. This is a fairly 
recent innovation, but it had been advo- 
cated for at least eight years. Once or 
twice the Paris system of numbered 
tickets to indicate the order in which the 
waiters arrive at the ’bus stopping places 
was suggested, but the responsible authori-” 
ties appear to have taken the view that, 
when there is a steel barrier to force them 
into a two or three-deep column and an 
inspector to call, “ Form a queue, please,” 
the inherent politeness for which the people 
of the South of Ireland are noted will do 
the rest. If that politencss were accom- 
panied by a sense of automatic self- 
regulation, both the steel barrier and the 
inspector, of course, would be unnecessary. 
The waiting passengers-to-be would form 
themselves into a queue, taking their places 
in the order in which they arrived, and 
when the ’bus drew up they would mount 
it in a quiet and orderly manner, with nc 
rushing or pushing. Discipline, dignity 
and consideration for one another are by 
no means unique in the city. They may 
be observed at quiet periods of the day, 
when the weather is pleasant and a 
“handful” of travellers is boarding a 
‘bus that obviously has accommodation for 
six times as many. Unfortunately, at 
lunch and tea-time, when the pangs of 
hunger have made men desperate, and the 
necessity for getting back to the office or

of the throng that is waiting in the rain— 
then Sir Galahad, Bayard and the great 
Chesterfield are forgotten by the men, and 
every woman turns Amazon.

The frantic 
jostling around the steps of the earlier 
buses not enable an additional 
passenger to be accommodated. While 
the law of the jungle is retained, 
however, the strong. the reckless and 
the vulgar may gain minutes 
on the weak, the considerate and 
the refined. The ideal of ‘‘ women and 
children first ” may be inconsistent when 
men are obliged to eat their lunches just 
as quickly as women, and le bon chevalier 
might have te go without any lunch at 
all; but there is elementary justice in the 
principle of “first come, first served.’’ 
That can be secured by the queue system. 
Until we have learned to form queues, 
without compulsion and without an 
inspector or policeman to supervise us, we 
must not claim to be completely civilised.

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The Sporting Page 


The absence of sports pages is a remark- 
able feature of English newspapers, of tu- 
day. The Irishman may be noted for his 
love of sport, but across the Channel the 
enthusiasm is just as intense. -The 
proportions of the British population 
which follow coursing, Rugby football and 
hockey, for example, probably are a great 
deal smaller than ours. On the other 
hand, we have nothing to compare with 
the English love of cricket. Two sports 
in particular, however, horse-racing and 
association footbali, have as much import- 
ance attached to them by the Englishman 
as an Irishman would attach to religion. 
There was an historic occasion upon which 
the late Horatio Bottomley proposed that 
Parliament should adjourn over Derby 
Day, and. while the Government did not 
see fit to accept the honourable member's 
suggestion, it is fairly certain that a great 
part of the House of Lords and more than 
a few of the Commons were to be found 
at Epsom. Royalty in pre-war days sent 
representatives to all the important 
events, while the Kings of England were 
among the Turf’s most consistent sup- 
porters. England taught ‘‘soccer’’ to the 
world. Most of the continental teams 
that achieved fame in the years before 
1937 had English ‘‘coaches.’’ Cup-finals 
at Wembley probably brought more people 
to London than anything short of a 


Coronation or a Roya] Jubilee. With a 
knowledge. of these facts, the Irish 
reader of an English newspaper is 
surprised, to put it mildly, when 


he searches for cross-Channel sporting 
reports and has difficulty in finding any. 
The war has killed the sports page. There 
is a certain amount of horse-racing in 
England—at least one or two meetings a 
week—and on Saturday afternoons all the 
well-known football clubs engage in special 
war-time competitions. The result of the 
bigger events are chronicled, but the 
reports are brief and the spaces and places 
allocated to them show that their relative 
lack of importance, in view of the gravity 
of the war situation, is appreciated. Yet 
that is only one of the reasons for the 
disappearance of the sports page. Even 
nations at war need relaxation, and, if 
the thoughts of the people could be taken 
from air combats and bombing, sport 
would be one of the best ways of doing it.. 
The rationing of newsprint, however, is 
even more severe in Great Britain than it 
is in Eire. In this country newspapers 
have had to reduce their numbers of pages, 
but to nothing like the extent of the 
reductions in England. So much news 
has to be crowded into the remaining 
columns that sport has lost the bulk of its 
publicity. In Ireland sport continues to 
enjoy its share—a proportionately greater 
share than in peace-time—of newspaper 
space.

Germany 
will be victorious, and I will even ask you to 
convey to France my advice to be prudent.”’ 

The French Minister replied :—‘‘1 will 
advise my Governm~+t to be prudent—after 
a decisive battle.”’

A violent artillery duel between British and 
German long-range guns was fought across 
the Straits of Dover by bright moonlight 
last night. 

The cannonade, which began at 8.30, was 
still in progress an hour later. Houses on the 
Kent coast were shaken by the gunfire. 

R.A.F. bombers heavily ratrded German gun 
positions during the bombardment. 

For the first time two German batteries 
were in action by night. The battery of 
four beside Cap Gris Nez Lighthouse was 
supported by a Calais battery. Salvoes from 
each battery were fired across the sea at three- 
minute intervals. The shells took 80 seconds 
before they landed. 

Watchers on the Kent coast saw the flashes 
of the guns light. up the starlit sky over the 
French coast, castmg a brilliant reflection on 
the calm surface of the sea. 

Flashes were also seen commg from the 
British battery, followed by the swishing of 
the shells going through the air. 

Midway through the bombardment terrific 
flashes from bursting bombs floodlit the dark- 
ness and searchlights and tracer shells shot 
into the sky over the French coast. 

When the shelling had been in progress 
for three-quarters of an hour there was a lull 
in the cannonade. Fifteen mmutes later both 
German batteries roared into action again, and 
the whole Channel coast was shaken by the 
concussion of the shells.

even great oil plants at Hamburg, Hanover, 
Colegne, Magdeburg, Gelsenkirchen, Leuna 
and Reischolz, with a combined annual out- 
put capacity of nearly one and a half million 
metric tons, were heavily attacked by separate 
iaiding forces, and widespread damage 1s 
believed to have been caused to oil stores of 
vital importance. 

One of the heaviest blows was struck at 
the Rhenania Ossag mineral oil plant at Gras- 
brook, near Hamburg, which produces high- 
yrade lubricant. and has an annual output 
capacity of 400,000 metric tons. In a com- 
hined attack, lasting for half an hour, tons 
of high explosive and hundreds of fire bombs 
were unloaded on the refinery buildings and 
adjoining storage tanks. 


EIGHT LARGE FIRES 


Fight large fires were counted in the factory 

area, and, at the height of the raid, a heavy 
explosion broke out near the centre of the 
plant. 
"4 few bombs which fell short of the target 
exploded on a nearby river bank and started 
fires close to the railway station. Crews of 
the last aircraft to leave the scene shortly 
before midnight reported that the oil plant 
was “well alight’? and that the fires were 
still spreading. 

At Hanover, the Gewerkschaft Deutsche 

irdol Refinery was the raiders’ target. This 
creat factory, which comprises three separate 
pianta and produced benzine, fuel oil, petrol 
nd kerosine, as well as lubricating oil, is 
heavily defended by powerful anti-aircraft 
hatteries. Two British aircraft succeeded in 
carrying out their task. 

Numerous direct hits with high-explosive 
bombs are reported to have been scored on 
the refinery, and fire bombs which fell close 
to the storage tanks started a number of 
fires. 


INTENSE BARRAGE 


Violent opposition was also encountered by 
the raiding force, which attacked the 
Khenania Ossag mineral oil works at Wesser- 
Jing, near Cologne, and one heavy bomber 
was holed in fifteen places by anti-aircraft 
shell splinters. 

Despite the intensity of the barrage relays 
of aircraft pressed home their attack, several 
of the raiding crews flying low to make sure 
of hitting their target. 

Fires were started by high-explosive bombs, 
which wrecked buildings at the north end 
of the target, and after an hour’s intensive 
bombardment the oil plant was left lit by a 
ring of great fires, the glow from which could 
be seen irom many miles away. Parachute 
flares were used at Merseburg, near Leuna, 
to locate an important hydrogenation plant. 
containing 140 manufacturing buildings, which 
produces nearly half-a-million metric tong of 

enzine each year. Later attackers reported 
heavy explosions, clouds of smoke billowing 
up from the works and fresh outbreaks of 

re, : 

Shortly after midnight more fire 
started in an attack on the Braunkohlen pen 
zine works at Magdeburg, and in a heavier 
attack on a large oil refinery at Gelsenkirchen 
violent explosions, followed by vivid blue 
and yellow flashes and outbreaks of fire, gave 
evidence of the extensive damage caused. 

The seventh oil supply centre included in 
the night's objective was the Rhenania Ossa 
mineral oil works at Reischolz, near Daniel: 
dorf, which has an annual output capacity of 
65,000 metric tons of fuel and lubricating’ oil. 
From shortly after midnight until nearly 


2.30 in the morning this factory was re- 


peatedly bombed by relays’ of raiders, and 
great fires, several of which are visible

over sixty miles away, were seen blazing in 
many parts of the works area. 


RAILWAY DOCKS AND 
AERODROMES 


In the night raid on German railway centres 
fires, visible trom twenty miles, were started 
in the goods yards at Soest. A large building 
was hit and demolished in the railway yard 
at Gross Korbetha, and hits were scored on 
tracks and siding at Gelsenkirchen, near 
Essen. 

The docks at Amsterdam were also sub- 
jected to harassing attacks. Bombs were seen 
to burst on a timber yard and on wharves. 
Another raider bombed the Fokker Aircraft 
Factory at Amsterdam, and a fire which en- 
gulfea a large building was later seen to be 
spreading rapidly. 

The aerodromes in Germany and Holland 
were also attacked in the course of the night's 
operations. Bombs were dropped on the sea- 
plane bases at Norderney and Den Helder 
and on the aerodromes at De Koody, Eind- 
hoven and Oosvoorne, where night flying was 
in progress. 

In Germany the aerodromes at Mersebrug, 
Munchen, Gladbach and Tondern were at- 
tacked, and at Kloppenburg, south-west of 
Bremen, high explosive bombs were seen to 
burst among buildings at the edge of the 
landing ground. 

Other bombers continued the systematic 
hammering of the Channel ports. The raids 
lasted for about eight hours, and the main 

orts attacked were Cherbourg, Le Havre, 

alais and Boulogne. 

The first bombs fell on Boulogne shortly 
before eight o’clock and the last on Cher- 
ME at four o'clock in the morning. Dur- 
ing that long period much damage was done. 
At, Boulogne many large calibre bombs were 
geen to fall across the tidal harbour, the 
manceuvring harbour and the wet dock. Build- 
te were seen to he ablaze on the north-east 
side of the tidal harbour.

At Cherbourg over 1,000 high explosive and 
incendiary bombs were dropped within three 
and a half hours.

ATTEMPTS TO REACH

British fighters co-operating with the 
ground defences again broke up and routed 
formations of German raiders attempting 
several massed attacks on London during the 
day. eee 
Constantly the sound of screaming ‘planes 
and the rattle of machine gunfire filled the 
air over the Kent coast as fierce air battles 
were fought high up in the sky. 

The Germans sent mainly groups of fighters 
intermingled with loan raiders, and last night 
it was officially announced that five German 
‘planes had been destroyed. 

Five British fighters were lost but the 
pilots of all are safe, though one of them 1s 
wounded. 

Other raiders crossing the Dorset coast in 
the morning and. afternoon attacks were also 
heavily engaged and turned for home 
without penetrating far inland or doing any 
damage. 

Although there was no heav 
‘‘hit-and-run”’ raiders droppe 
bombs in the south-east. 

The last daylight attempt to reach London 
by way of the Thames estuary late in the 
afternoon was also unsuccessful. British 
fighters dived among the raiders from a great 
height and scattered them in all directions. 
One ’plane crashed immediately. Behind the 
clouds below the blue sky some of the 
Germans tried to approach London, but the 
R.A.F. beat them back. 

Over another South-east area when a forma- 
tion of Spitfires challenged a dozen German 
raiders, three machines spun out of the sky 
with black smoke pouring from them after 
two had collided. 


OFFICIAL COMMUNIQUE 


The British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué last night 
states :— 

‘*Formations of enemy aircraft have crossed 
the coast of Kent on several occasions during 
the day. Most of them were fighters, and no 
heavv bombing attacks have been reported. 

““Bomhs have been dropped at several 
places in Kent and Sussex and near the 
Thames’ Estuary. Casualties were not 
numerous, but a small number of people were 
fatally injured. Some damage was done to 
shops and houses, and at Canterbury windows 
in the cathedral were broken by a bomb 
which fell in the town. 

*“‘Enemy aircraft also crossed the Dorset 
coast during the morning and again during 
the afternoon. On neither occasion did they 
penetrate far inland, and no casualties or 
damage have been reported from this area. 

“Five enemy aircraft have been destroyed 
to-dav. Five of our fighters have been lost. 
All the pilots are safe, though one of them 
is wounded.”’

Shortly after the nightly alert bombs fell 
in the London areas. Raiders flying high 
were met by strong anti-aircraft fire. 

Three bombs were dropped in quick succes- 
sion in one London area. The sound of their 
explosions was followed by that of falling 
débris. No searchlights have operated in the 
London area since the beginning of the alert. 

When two high-explosive bombs fell on 
villas in the London area a family of four, 
including an elderly woman who had been 
sheltering in the kitchen, were dug from the 
débris by neighbours. Apart from superficial 
injuries and shock, they were unhurt. 
Another family of four were injured and 


taken to hospital.

A number oí Dorniers which attempted, to 
attack Liverpool at about 6.30 last ev, nin 
were intercepted by British fighters, chebed 
over Wales, and three of them were shot 
down, according to a British official message. 

More than 500 local people, police and 
military, took part in a search in one of the 
wildest parts of the Snowdon Range for a 
German airman who was seen to bale out 
over the mountains when his machine was at- 
tacked by Spitfires last night. He was cap- 
tured by the police. 

The fight was watched by most of the 4,000 
residents of a Welsh village. They saw the 
Spitfires encircle the German machine, attack- 
ing it with repeated bursts of machine gun 
bullets fired from all angles. 

The German machine was last seen headin 
inland over the mountains, with the Britis 
fighters still in pursuit.

T HE transportation capacity of the 
Burma Road will be increased 
when the road is reopened on 
October 18, a spokesman of the 
Chinese Ministry oí Communications 
stated to-day. During the past three 
months, he said, the bed of the road 
has been improved and bridges and 


tunnels reinforced. 

The normal freight capacity of 300 tons 
daily is expected to be increased if more 
trucks are available and more filling stations 
and repair shops are to be established. The 
Ministry of Communications has established 
a bureau at Kunming to supervise the work 
and direct the freight service, while the 
Chinese Post Office now has mail stations 
along the highway. 

The Aino-British Cultural Relations Asso- 
ciation and the Chinese and British Returned 
Students’ Club gave a joint reception in 
honour of the British Ambassador, Sir Archi- 
bald Clarke Kerr, to-day. The official 
“ Central Day News,” writing to-day con- 
cerning Britain’s decision to reopen the 
Burma Road, says: ‘‘ Three years of fog and 
gloom over the Pacific have now been dis- 
pelled. After this we look for a bright 
chapter in Pacific history.’’ 


JAPANESE MOVE SOON 


ASSOCIATED PREss. 
SHANGHAI, Friday. 


Despite Japanese denials, usually well-in- 
formed sources insisted to-day that 14,000 
Chinese soldiers of the Japanese Government 
at Nanking were concentrated outside 
Shanghai. This report was linked up with the 
rumour that Japan planned to assume con- 
trol of the International Settlement, or at 
least the French concession, on October 18. 

While the firm stand of Britain and the 
United States seemed to some extent to have 
induced a more conciliatory attitude on the 
part of Japanese officials, there were indica- 
tions to-day of a Japanese move towards a 
rapprochement with the Soviet Union. Evi- 
dence of the Axis aim to keep Russia friendly 
was seen in a. Berlin statement that impor- 
tant Russo-German talks were to be held in 
Moscow shortly. 

American watchfulness increased rather 
than decreased as a result of the apparent 
sobering of Japanese opinion. While President 
Roosevelt was on his way to Pittsburg the 
War and Navy Departments were rushing 
measures to strengthen the Pacific defences. 


U.S. ATTITUDE 


American anxiety over’ the Far Eastern 
question deepened with the news of the assas- 
sination of Shanghai’s Mayor, and _ well- 
informed quarters in Washington feared that 
the assassination might give the Japanese a 
pretext to occupy the entire international 
settlement in Shanghai. The problem of the 
division for patrol purposes of the former 
British sector of the settlement is still an 
outstanding question between the United 
States and Japan. The withdrawal of some 
American nationals from the Far East appears 
to have had a salutary effect on Japanese 
Opinion, an informed source in Tokyo said 
to-day. The Tokyo Foreign Office statesman, 
Yakichiro Suma, for instance, urged that 
“responsible people on both sides of the 
Pacific should be very calm,” complaining 
that American newspaper reports of an 
imminent rupture of relations were ‘‘ out- 
rageously unfounded.”’ 

Special significance was attached to the 
review of the Japanese Fleet at Yokohama by 
the Emperor Hirohito. The Domei Agency 
said that this was a demonstration ‘‘ to whic 
great importance must be attached at the 
present moment.” Indications of the changed 
Japanese attitude to the Soviet Union were 
given by the new Japanese Ambassador to 
Moscow, General Tatekawa, who as he left 
Tokyo for Russia said that he would follow 
“the new line in foreign policy which the 
Government has adopted as a result of the 
tripartite pact.”’ 


U.S. HINT TO SIAM

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

The American Minister in Bangkok, Mr. 
Hugh Grant. conferred with Thailand (Siam) 
officials on Thursday, the United States 
Secretary of State Mr. Cordell Hull, told his 
Press conference to-day. It was to be sup- 
posed that he reminded the officials that the 
maintenance of the status quo in that area 


was part of the foreign policy of the United 


States, added Mr. Hull. 

Mr. Grant’s conversations coincided with 
the stopping at Manilla of a shipment of 
American military ‘planes ordered by 
Thailand. 


REWARD OFFERED

SHANGHAI, Friday. 

Two rewards, totalling $75,000 have been 
offered for the arrest of the murderer of the 
Mayor, who was assassinated at his home in 
Hongkew, the Japanese-occupied part of the 
Shanghai International Settlement. His 
assassin, the Japanese believe, was a personal 
servant, who has been apprehended. It is 
not believed that agents of the Chungking 
Government killed the Mayor, since his 
efforts on behalf of the maintenance of peace 
in Shanghai, and the solution of the same 
roblems which the former municipality 
andled indicated that he was sincerely up- 
holding Chinese interests. At one time he 
was one of the wealthiest men in China. He 
was head of the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce for many years.

If that time ever comes, remember 
the aggressor nations will have asked for it.”

The officiai Turkish Radio to-night issued 
a warning that if'Germany’s military moves 
in Rumania joreshadowed an advance through 
the Balkans across Turkey and Syria to 
Egypt, ' this road 1s guarded by 2,000,000 
bayonets.” i 

'The warning was contained in the military 
section of the evening news commentary com- 
piled by the General Staff of the Turkish, 
Army, Navy and Air Force. 

The broadcast is Turkey’s first out-spoken 
comment on the dispatch of German troops 
to Rumania. 

The broadcast asserted that if it was Ger- 
many’s intention to — Egypt ‘‘ they 
ae know this road will not be easy, but 
on the contrary very difficult. This road 
across Anatolia is guarded by 2,000,000 
bayonets, so such a move would create many 
political complications, and meet with very 
strong resistance.”’ 

The commentary concluded: ‘It seems 
that the Balkans and even Soviet Russia are 
on the brink of an unexpected war. It as 
best to see what the following fortnignt will 
bring. Let us wait.’’—(The Associated Press.)

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—Many people have un puzzled to 
understand how the Nazi Government, suc- 
— to a bankrupt German Treasury, 
have been able, without any noticeable 
damage to the internal value of the currency, 
to set to work millions of unemployed and to 
build up armaments and reserves of war 
material on a colossal scale, besides carrying 
out a grandiose programme of public works. 
The achievement has been so surprising that, 
for a long time, outside critics were inclined 
to regard it as a case of optical delusion, the 
result of conjuring tricks by Dr. Schacht, 
which would soon fade away to give place to 
another collapse even grimmer, than that 
which followed the post-war inflation. As 
time went on, and these expressions, like 
similar predictions in the case of Russia, 
obstinately refused to be. realised, opinion 
began to swing to the opposite extreme. 

An uneasy suspicion became current that 
the Nazis had really discovered ways of mak- 
ing something out of nothing, and that the 
rest of the world would do well to imitate 
Where does the truth lie between the 
two streams? It is, of course, absurd to be- 
little what has been done in Germany. There 
is nothing ‘‘fictitious’’—which is the dis- 
couraging adjective most favoured by ‘the 
critics—about the enormous increase both in 
production and in productive capacity, or, as 
we know to our cost, about German arma- 
ments and reserves of war supplies. On the 
other hand, though no one is now-so foolish 
as to imagine that Hitler is likely to be 
hampered in his war plans by any difficulty 
in financing them, there are flaws in the 
structure which are bound, sooner or later, to 
make themselves felt. 

In military matters, up to some months ago 
the French General Staff enjoyed a prestige 
similar to that of our own authorities in 
finance and business. They, and the whole 
Allied cause with them, have paid a cruel 

enalty for their failure to adjust their think- 
ing to the changed conditions. A hidebound 
persistence in methods and doctrines which 
were sound enough fifty years ago may easily 
prove as costly in the financial and economic 
field as in the field of actual war. It might 
not lose the war—it would almost: certainly 
lose the peace. What is needed is an un- 
prejudiced review of conditions as they are 
now, and as they are likely to be after peace 
has been won, with an open and unprejudiced 
mind, ready to accept any changes, however 
unpalatable, which are shown to be necessary, 
and to abandon.any preconceptions, however 
deeply cherished, which have become obsolete. 

It 1s not too early to be working out ways 
of dealing with the problems which will arise 
when, once again, all the participants in the 
present war will be driven by the pressure 
of accumulated debt to seek to sell at any 
price where no one would be willing to buy.

Mr. Gandhi had sought to propagate the 
view that all war is wrong. e replied to 
the Viceroy’s letter that, while Congress 
was anxious to refrain from embarrassing 
the British Government in its conduct of the 
war, it could not “deny its creed in the 
present critical period of mankind's 
history.”

BRITISH STATEMENT 


A statement issued from authoritative 
quarters in London last mght on German 
troops in Rumania reads :— 

‘* It is now possible to make a statement 
on the subject of the arrivals of German 
troops in Rumania. It has not been possible 
to do so hitherto, owing to contradictory 
statements by the Rumanian Government and 
to the fact that telegrams from His Majesty’s 
Minister at Bucharest were being held up. 

“ Early in September a considerable number 
of German S.S. men in uniform arrived in 
Rumania. According to the Rumanian 
Government, these men had been admitted in 
connection with the evacuation of the German 
colony in Bessarabia. It was clear, however, 
both from the destinations to which the 
Germans proceeded, and from the fact that 
they were accompanied by equipment, that 
the true object was to enable the Germans 
to occupy certain strategic points in 
Rumania. 

“There is reason to believe that an agree- 
ment was made with the German Government 
—even before General Antonescu assumed 
office—for the despatch to Rumania of German 
armoured divisions. 

“ On October 8th news was received in 
London of the arrival of further German 
troops in Rumania. In reply to an enquiry 
for information, His Majesty’s Muinistér at 
Bucharest was informed by the Rumanian 
Government that Rumania would not be 
occupied by German troops, and that no 
German ‘ unit’ had entered Rumania. 

“The Rumanian Government’s reply inti- 
mated that Rumania had the right to ' procure 
where she can the material necessary for her 
armament, and the technicians required for 
the instruction of her units.” In fact, it 
seems that the material of two motorised and 
one armoured division are shortly to be 
imported. 


STRAINED RELATIONS 


“ Sir R. Hoare, as the result of persistent 
requests, succeeded on October 9th in seeing 
the Rumanian Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
from whom he elicited the information that a 
very large number of German * instructors ’ 
was expected forthwith. Sir R. Hoare saw 
the President of the Council the same day, 
and General Antonescu stated categorically 
that there were no German troops in Kumania, 
though he added that Germans to the number 
of 3.000 were expected. General Antonescu 
described these men as ‘ specialists, instruc- 
tors or technicians,’ but there are good 
grounds for believing that the men will be 
troops, that they will arrive very shortly, 
and that the numbers will be considerable. 

“Sir R. Hoare has made it clear to General 
Antonescu that, as he understands the posi- 
tion, the relations between Great Britain and 
Rumania have reached a critical point. The 
arrest and ill-treatment of British subjects 
employed in the oil companies in Rumania 
have been the subject of the most vigorous 
protests by His Majesty’s Government. ‘The 
Rumanian Government have as yet to release 
all the British subjects concerned, but as a 
result of Sir R. Hoare’s emphatic intervention 
His Majesty's Government have some reason 
to believe that the arrested persons are no 
longer in danger or discomfort.”’ 


BRITONS ADVISED TO 


LEAVE 


BUUHAREST, Friday. 

The British Legation in Bucharest has 
been instructed to advise all Britons who 
wish to do so to leave Rumania immediately. 
— (Reuter. ) 

The British Government have instructed the 
Legation here to give this counsel in view 
of the uncertain conditions obtaining here. 
Some ‘Britons are leaving this week-end, but 
it is probable that the majority will be 
accommodated aboard a vessel which leaves 
the Black Sea port of Constanza for Istanbul 
on Monday evening. 

The staff of the various Legation offices is 
being reduced, but up to the present there 
has: been no question of the Diplomatic 
Missions leaving. 


GERMAN GUARD ON 
OIL FIELDS

“TO PREVENT FOREIGN 
SABOTAGE ”’

The German Press in Transylvania openly 
announced to-day that German troops have 


arrived in Rumania, and are now “‘ standing 
guard” over the oil region and other 
Rumanian key points ‘‘to prevent foreign 
sabotage.” At Brasov the local German 


organisation has been standing by for two 
days 

Speeches of welcome, garlands and flags 
were prepared to meet the incoming ete 
but their wait has so far been vain. No 
explanation is available in local German 
circles concerning. the non-arrival of the 
troops. 

The latest sign of the extent to which the 
Germans are gaining control of Rumania’s 
oil industry is a German demand that a 
Dutchman should be nominated by The 
Hague: authorities as general manager of 
Rumania’s biggest o'l company, the Astro 
Roma. The majority of the shares of this 
company are owned by the Royal Dutch Shell 
Group, whose headquarters have been trans- 
ferred to Curacao, in the Dutch West Indies. 
The appointment of a Hague nominee on 
the intervention of the Germans is, there- 
fore, illegal, and has elicited a strong British 
official protest. 


ELIMINATING BRITAIN 


At the same time, the German propaganda 
campaign to eliminate all vestiges of British 
interests in Rumania continues unabated. 

The Bucharester Tageblatt, mouthpiece of 
the local German authorities, resumed the 
attack to-dav. 

The new Rumanian régime, it declared, 
will completely liquidate the past, and with 
Axis backing is powerful enough “to reply to 


the new cynical lies and threats addressed to 
Rumania from London.” 

Developing the theme that Britain showed 
a hostile attitude to Rumania before the 
“le onary revolution,” and aimed at, draw- 
ing her into the war, the newspaper makes 
this series of allegations: 


“The Anglo-Turkish pact was meant to 
the war over the Balkans, and thus

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destroy Rumania’s natural wealth without 
mercy. Turkey’s mission was to attack the 
Rumanian oilfields by air. 

‘* Newly-discovered documents prove that 
H»are—presumably a reference to Sir Regi- 
nali Hoare, the British Minister in 
Bucharest—was an accomplice in this plan. 
The British terror was particularly devas- 
tating in the economic field. Rumania has lost 
milliards through British sabotage directed 
by London firms. 

‘The British hunger blockade of Europe 
is also directed against Rumania.’ 

The Rumanian petrol authorities have re- 
viewed the position concerning the ban on 
exports of oil products to Greece. Provided 
adequate control is instituted in Greece in 
order to prevent any re-export of such pro- 
ducts, Rumania, it is learned, will agree to 
supply the normal requirements of the 
country. There will thus be only a slight in- 
terruption in the export of oil to Greece, 
pending arrangement of the necessary 
control. 

A report that Rumania is placing a ban on 
oil exports to Turkey is discredited in 
Bucharest. Rumania, state official circles in 
Bucharest, 1s under an obligation to supply 
Turkey with oil in exchange for 12,000 tons 
of raw cotton contracted for in a recent clear- 
ing agreement.

HUNGARY AND

While strained relations between Rumania 
and Britain appeared to be reaching breaking 
point as Britons continued to leave the 
country, events in Hungary to-day indicated 
growing tension also between Rumania and 
Hungary, Associated Press stated last night. 

British officials in Bucharest were busy 
to-day bidding farewell to Rumanian friends 
and seeing about travel arrangements for 
leaving Rumania. One of the British nationals 
to leave to-day was Mr. F. Thornhill Cooper, 
who went to Bucharest as manager of the 
Ford Company—a move said to have been 
made to prevent the company falling into 
German hands. 

Should Rumania extend to Turkey the ban 
on oil exports to countries not friendly with 
the Axis Powers Istanbul would not he taken 
by surprise. Turkey has informed Rumania 
that future shipments of cotton from Turkey 
must be paid for in advance in dollars. 

General Ion Antonescu, Rumanian Premier, 
has called at the American Legation in 
Bucharest to apologise for the arrest of Mr. 

. L. Freeman, an American oil expert; but 
the five Britons who were arrested at the 
same time were still held under house arrest 
by the secret police.

WOMAN SHOT

Mr. David O’Brien, Salisbury House, Marl- 
field, Clonmel, this morning found the body 
of his sister-in-law, Mrs. Geraldine O’Brien, 
lying dead about one hundred yards from 
the house. The body was near a fence, and 
beside it was a double-barrelled shotgun. 
The deceased woman had been in the habit 
of going out shooting pigeons. 

Her husband, Mr. Edmond Robert O’Brien, 
formerly of Lakefield, Clonmel, lost his fife 
when his ship was torpedoed at the end of 
July. She was a daughter of the late Sir 
Henry Grey, of nville, Stourbridge, 
Worcestershire, and sister of Sir John Grey, 
and had been wre 3 at Salisbury with her 
sister, Mrs. David O’Brien, for the past fort- 
night. 

At an inquest held this afternoon by Dr. 
Stokes, Coroner, David O’Brien said that the 
deceased woman was aged about 40. He last 
saw her alive about midnight on Thurs- 
day, and she was then cheerful and in perfect 
health. — “I came downstairs at 9.45 this 
morning,” said witness, “and I found she 
had gone out. Í went out and found her, 
not far from the house, lying face downwards 
near a wire fence. She had to cross that 
fence to get into the field where she lay. 
My gun lay between her and the fence, about 
five feet from the body. She was dead. She 
was in the habit of taking out my gun and 
shooting pigeons around the hcse.”’

Industries at Newcastle, Co. Dublin, and to 
report on the value of these industries as an 
advenct to the treatment of tuberculosis 
patients at Peamount Sanatorium and the 
steps, if any, which should be taken to en- 
able the work of the industries to be con- 
tinued.”’ | 
The ‘Peamount Industries were established 
in 1929 on the lines of the Papworth Indus- 
tries in England, and are one of eight similar 
institution. in Europe. The purpose of the 
industries is to supply useful occupation to 
tuberculosis patients, and during the time 
the Peamount Industries have been in exist- 
ence close on a thousand patients have been 
engaged in them. The industries are chiefly 
woodwork and gloves. 

Dr. Barrier Jones, on whose report the in- 
dustries were originally established, defined 
their purpose as an endeavour to find em- 
ployment for persons who could not get it in 
the ordinary labour market, and the Pea- 
mount Settlement provided it in a sheltered 
environment, without which the work of the 
sanatorium would be in vain. For various 
reasons the enterprise has found it difficult 
to continue, and the hope is that the Minister 
for Local Government may be able to do 
something to help it.

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SUGGESTIVE MOVE IN 
SOUTH-EASTERN EUROPE 
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By Ovr Miutrrany CoRRESPONDENT. 


HILE nothing of a major character 
has yet happened in South-Hastern 
! Europe, there is no dearth of straws 
indicative of the winds blowing in that 
quarter. Thus Turkey and Russia’ have
